E.LD. NOTES 


Dr. Cormack of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture recent- 
ly made a survey of the E, I. D. 
in connection with the bacterial 
wilt disease of alfalfa. Evidences 
of the disease were found in prac- 
tically all old alfalfa fields in the 
district. Because of! this, careful 
enquiry has been made ‘by the 
E. I. D, management with reference 
to the disease and its possible 
effect and the means of control. 


The disease is now present in 
most irrigated sections of Alberta 
and is likely to spread. It can be 
recognized by the dwarfing, yellow- 
ing, and gradual dying of the af- 
fected plants. The stems are short- 
ened and bunched, While the 
leaves are smaller than normal and 
tend to curl upwards. wilting 
usually occurs only during the ad- 
vanced stages of the disease, and 
in warm weather. 

The bacteria that cause the wilt 
disease are usually spread by irr- 
gation water but may also be 
carried by’ mower knives. Appar- 
ently they are not distributed by 
the seed. 

The bacteria no not have any 
visible effect on growth until the 
second year after infection. From 
then on the effect is progressive al- 
though a diseased stand may not 
be seriously affected for several 
years but recovery seldom occurs. 
The is favored by 
moisture.

As the disease does not seem to! 


appear until a stand is over three 
years old and aoes not progress 
rapidly at first it would seem that 
unless fields are allowed to stand 
for a long time, no serious trouble 
need be expected, however the fol- 
lowing cultural practices are 
commended: 


Avoid over watering— 


re- 


Do not let water run from an 
old diseased field to a young 
healthy one, 

Young healthy stands should be 
cut before the mower is used on 
old one. 

Dont’ let fields stand too many 
years. 

When a diseased field is plowed, 
it should not again be sown to 
alfalfa until it has been 2 years in 
other crops. 


PREVENT WASTE OF WATER 
BY CO-OPERATION WITH 
MANAGEMENT 

Water users are particularly re- 
quested to look after their water 
so as to prevent waste and avoid 
damage to other lands, and roads. 
It is evident in many places through 
out the district. that large quanti- 
ties of water which latery may be 
greatly needed are now being care- 
lessly wasted, The District author- 
ity have full power to refuse water 
where it is being extravtgantly and 
wastefully handled, and while it is 
hoped that such drastic action will 
not be required, it will be taken 
without hesitation if found necess- 
in order to control the situation. 

For each acre or irrigable land 
the user is entitled to receive one 
and one-half acre-foot of water over 
the whole irrigation season, It has 
been proven that this amount is 
ample if properly handled); The 
district is responsible to the gov- 
ernment to see that water is put 
to beneficial use, and not wasted. 
Everyone in the district is asked 
to co-operate with the management 
in this regard, . ‘
